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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Frencken 
(US 6,008,849). 

Frencken discloses a method and system for decoding coded video signal 
comprising the same digital signal processing apparatus comprising: encoded digital 
signal (fig. 2, el. 110); decoding means constructed by software for decoding said digital 
signal inputted by said input means; first storing means for storing the digital signal 
decoded by said decoding means by an amount corresponding to a plurality of access 
units; and managing means for managing an outputting order of said digital signal of the 
access units stored in said first storing means by an FIFO format (col. 9, In. 28-34: since 
only decoded data of I and P pictures is stored and decoded information relating to B 
pictures is no longer stored = managing information to be stored in the storing means, 
line 53 = any storage of decoded information is avoided and col. 7, In. 33-59) as 
specified in claims 1 , 4 and 5; and digital signal processing apparatus according to 
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claim 1 , wherein said decoding means decodes said digital signal by an MPEG system 
(col. 3, In. 29-33) as specified in claim 2 

Conclusion

a. Bramley (US 6,275,535) discloses a method and device for decoding an 
image compressed in particular according to the MPEG Standards. 

b. Hoang (US 6,229,852) discloses a reduced-memory video decoder for 
compressed high-definition video data. 

c. Frencken (US 5,936,670) discloses a method and device for decoding coded 
video signals. 

d. Bramley (6,567,556) discloses a method and device for decoding images 
allowing a reduced number of openings of memory pages.
